To close all places that might be used 
for political meetings. 

To authorise the local authorities to 
instruct commanders to mobilise the 
militia in their districts. 

These dramatic developments followed 
Signor Mussolini’s declaration. in the 
Chamber yesterday, that ‘‘ within forty- 
eight hours the situation will be clarified, 
not because I want it, ‘but we love our 
oountry. 

This mysterious threat was uttered in 
the course of a speech delivered by the 
Italian Dictator before a crowded 
Chamber, amid frantic cheering and the 
singing of Fascist war songs. He charged 


the Opposition with seeking to overthrow, 
the dynasty and proclaim a Republic. -— :

He started his address in theatrical 


fashion by reading Article 47 of the Con- 


stitution, which gives the Chamber power 
to impeach a Minister.

Fifty women were accommodated in the 
County Hospital and a similar number of 
necessitous people in the County Home. Had 
it pot been for the prompt action taken by 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society and the 
Catholic and Protestant Emergency Relief 
Committees in arranging for these removals 
and providing coal and food supplies for 
stricken families the result of the floods would 
have been very grave.
